Reasons for Allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art of record (Davies et al, U. S. Patent No. 6839767) and (Krishnan et al, U. S. 
Patent No. 6366559) do not teach nor suggest in detail setting a resources requested 
threshold for each link where said resources requested threshold defines a maximum 
sum of forwarding resources requested by applications for their application data flows, 
ADFs, on the link; calculating a measurement level threshold, the measurement level 
threshold being a rate lower than the resources requested threshold and determining 
whether a reservation level exceeds the measurement level threshold upon 
determining that the reservation level exceeds the measurement level threshold. 
Davies and Krishnan respectively only teach generic admission control method for 
aggregate data flows based on local threshold and state-dependent admission control 
system for routing multi-rate traffic in a communication network. Thus the prior arts of 
record taking singly or in combination do not teach or suggest the above-stated 
limitation taking wholly in combination with all the elements of each independent claim.
